Today was “trade-at-home day” 
in Rushville as well as approximate­ 
ly fifty other 
Indiana towns 
and 
cities in Indiana. 
The day will ho observed with a 
banquet at the Windsor hotel tonight 
at eight o’clock. 
The Retail Mer­ 
chants division of tin* Rush County 
Chamber of Commerce has worked 
to make the banquet a big thing in 
the life of Rushville. 
Seventy tickets had been sold this 
morning and indications were that 
there would be at least seventy-five 
sit down to the 
tables 
tonight at 
eight o’clock. 
Unusual interest has 
been displayed by the business inter­ 
est-. of the city in the project. 
Rushville was especially fortunate 
in having assigned to its banquet C. 
A. McKeand, the publicity man who 
lias been in charge of the “trade-at- 
home” campaign started by the Indi­ 
ana Retail 
Merchants association, 
lie has been in close touch with the 
situation and knows what is yet to 
be accomplished. 
The Indiana Retail Merchants as­ 
sociation realizes that trading away 
from home is a practice which, if 
not curbed in time, will do irrep­ 
arable 
damage to the 
towns and 
cities in Indiana. 
The association 
exhausted every resource to obtain 
statistics concerning the enormity of 
the practice of trading away from 
home. These statistics revealed that 
something had to be done to arouse 
the attention of the 
people to the 
topic. 
It is realized and generally ad­ 
mitted that the business interests, as 
a rule, as well as those who are not 
engaged in retail 
business, are to 
blame for t he conditions which have 
been allowed to grow up in Indiana., 
The Indiana organization knew that 
every dollar every individual spent 
out of hir- or her community was a 
dollar lost because it left the local 
channels never to return. 
So the banquet has been arranged 
as the first step in the campaign to 
stimulate interest in buying at home; 
to try to make people understand, re­ 
tail merchants and all, that they can 
do just as well at home, if not, in 
many cases better, than they can 
away from home, 
it was calculated 
that 
stimulus in the 
propaganda 
could no better be injected into the 
movement than by holding a banquet 
at which kindred topics could 
be 
discussed. 
Mr. McKeand will come here to­ 
night “loaded” with facts and not 
theories concerning the evils of trad­ 
ing away from home. 
There is no 
doubt that enthusiasm will he arous­ 
ed in trading at home that will have 
a lasting effect.

Factories, He Asserts.

Western Serum company from Indi­ 
anapolis was here today and took 
exceptions to an article in the Daily 
Republican 
yesterday 
which 
was 
cited by Dr. A. A. Mull, local deputy 
health commissioner appointed 
be­ 
cause of the foot and mouth 
epi­ 
demic. 
The article was a Chicago 
dispatch reprinted from the Cincin­ 
nati Enquirer which purported that 
the carcasses of 100 hogs found in 
the coolers of the 
Great 
Western 
company’s plant at the time the se­ 
rum of the concern was to be infec ­ 
ted with hoof and 
mouth 
disease 
germs were given an O. K. by the 
Chicago health inspectors and sold 
in Chicago as food. 


The representative of 
the 
com­ 
pany who was here declared that no 
serum had been used from! the Chi­ 
cago factory since November 1 and 
that no case of the hoof and month 
disease had been traced to the Great 
Western serum. 
“Since the first 
of 
November,” 
said the representative, “all of our 
serum lias been supplied from Uni­ 
ted States licensed plants Nos. 56, 
21, 10 and 103, located at, Wichita, 
Kansas and Kansas City. 
Since the 
foot and mouth disease appeared at 
Chicago, all of our hogs and serum 
on hand has been tanked 
and 
the 
plant closed for disinfection. Every 
process of ours is under strict, fed­ 
eral supervision. 
Anyone may ask 
any government officials about the 
potency and reliability of our 
se­ 
rum.” 
The 
serum 
is used 
exclusively 
here by Dr. I). D. Dragoo and by Dr. 
IT. Ross Brown

Denver, Nov. 17.—Uncle Sam is 
busy in Denver turning out the larg­ 
est order of 
Christmas 
presents 
manufactured in 
the 
nation. 
No 
factory in the United States 
will 
manufacture Christmas produce of 
greater value than will the govern­ 
ment in Denver this fall. 


So great is the rush for Uncle 
Sam’s Christmas gifts that he has 
been at work for some time prepar­ 
ing them and will continue to work 
until the holidays. 


The particular gift to whieli he is 
turning his energies is money. 
Al­ 
ways before Christmas there is a 
demand from all parts of the nation 
for gold coins for presents and the 
Denver mint has been selected 
to 
supply the entire output 
for 
the 
Middle I Vest, East and South. 


One million dollar- worth of two- 
:tnd-one-half-dollar 
gold 
p ie c e s , 
are now being coined at the 
mint. 
These are distinctly Christmas coins 
Always before the holidays there is 
a heavy demand for them. 
And a f­ 
ter Christmas they drift back to the 
banks and sub-treasuries and only a 
few remain, in circulation. 


The order is the second in that de­ 
nomination which the Denver 
mint 
has filled and tin* local mint will be 
the only one this year to coin gold in 
this denomination. The coins arc the 


m o st difficult to handle of all those 
turned out by the government. 
They 
are smaller than pennies yet their 
value is so high that great pains
